Late deepulebes from Memphis confirm the
it ars of loss of 1ife in the wreck of the steamer
MeGill, Ouot of 115 souls on board but 43 were
<uved, The Yeager was lying at the bank at the
vinee the fire brokie out, and hnmediately low-
ered her yawl and =ent it to the relief of the
MeGill sufferers. The yawl, on her first trip,
picked up three persons from the floating cotton
Lnles, and, teking them to shore, pul oul agaln
and pleked up five men from o atage plank, At
thie thme, jnet as they were aboul to return, the
MeGHUs Hife<toat put into shore with three ne-
groes, one white deck haod, and a passangar, nll of
whom at once abandoned the boat, and econld
not be prevailed upon to return to the rescue of
thoege ln the water and those on the burning
sleamer, now almost entirely eonveloped in
finmer, whereupon the elerk of the Yeager and
three of his men manned the life-bont, and,

with the yawl, made forther trips to the wreck, |

A CONDUCTOR TRICKED,

A Conpllng Removed by Three Roughs, Whao
Mepurnie the rale and Talke n Free Kide,

(One of the boldest prauks ever attempted
upon o rallway, sayas the Pittsburg Commercial
ol yeslerday, was perpetrated upon Condactor
Enmuel Beatty, of the Braddoek accommnda-
tiop, Pittsburg and Conaellsville Ralroad, on
Monday evenivg. Conductor Beatly was stand-
ing on the rear platform of the hind car at Brad-
dock, with the brakewmnan, and at the proper time
gave the signal, and the trnin started
gerenely as ever.

The Lell rope had nol been fastened in the rear,
bowever, and when the locomotive started,
Conductor Bealty noliced that the rope went
along, while the car he was on remained station-
ary. He at onee ran out to the forward platform
nud endeavored Lo abtract the attention of the
enpiveer, but the truin was already under way,

aud his efforts availed notbivg. Conductor
Beatty then sat down o await the return
of the rupaway truin, He Kuew (hat it was
fmposeible for the epgineer (o run  luriher

than  Hazelwood, without discovering the

Fortunaiely, just
al out the time he reached Brown's &.ation, the
bell-rope, which drageed eince leaviog Drad-
dock's, eavght on the ties and gave the bell in
the engine such a sudden jerk as Lo eause the
englpeer (0 suppose o terrible accident had
occurred. The englue was stopped immedi-
ately, and the fireman sent back to reconnoitre.

The Hecent Snow Storm 'n Chiengo.

Cnioaco, Jan. 19, —The recent snow storm
here wag almost nuparalleled in this section for
severity. Ieolating us for several days from the
Enst, appearing first in the Nevada Monutaing,
it struck us on Friday, the 18:h, and did not
cense until Sunday night, Thoongh nol more
than twenty-two inches of snow fell, it was piled
up in fearful drifts in every direction, A etorm
of sleet which accompanied or alternated with
the gnow adhered to the telerraph wires, load-
ing them down until they snapped in pieces,

The wirea from this point eastward for from
seventy-geven to one hundred and one miles
wele wreched as they vever were before. Over
a thousand men kave been at work night and
day making repairs. Communieation with the
outer world is re-established at last, and by to-
meorrow the Western Upion lines will be fally
restored. What little news we recelved trom
tbe Fast, between Friday night and yesterday,
reached us by railroad express from Tolado, or
wire via Cinclopati, 8t. Louis, and Guahlia.
